4 Fine Structure, Without Water Protection, Swept 
Away—The Fatal Burning of a washington 
Derritory Hotel— Destructive Fires and 
Fatalities Elseewhere—BEtc., Sto.

Battimore, March 20.—An Emmettsburg, 
Md., special ‘says: St. Joseph’s academy at 
this place ison fire. The fire originated in the 
kitchen and had reached the roof. The build- 
ing isa large structure, and the facilities for 
extinguishing a fire are very limited. The fire 
is now beyond control. and there is every 
probability of the entire destruction of the 
building. St. Joseph’s is the mother house of 
the sisters of charity, and it is one of the finest 
buildings of its kind in the United States. It 
covers a veryJarge area, and its destruction 
will be a Berious loss to the sisters, 

LATER DETAILS RECEIVED. 

The following details have been received. 

Atnoon to-day fire was discovered in the 


kiteben of the building, occupied by the sisters 
of charity, at St. Joseph’s academy, at £m- 
metisburg, and in a very short time the entire 
building wasin flames. The greatest conster- 
bation prevailed ; but, as the building where 
the children ofthe academy were kept, was 
some distance off, and the wind set 
the flames in an opposite direction, 
all the children and young iadies 
were removed to a place of safety. All the 
male inhabitants of Emmettsburg, including 
the seminaries and professors of Mount St. 
Mary’s college, went to aid the sisters of char- 
ity, but the means for extinguishing the fire 
were 60 limited that little couldbe done. The 
house in which the fire occurred was in the 
northeast section of a cluster of buildings,and a 
high wind from the northwest kept the fire from 
the principe! structure. Aid was asked from 
Frederick City, and its. -fire department went 
by special train, reaching the scene of the 
coniisgration in time to render effective serv- 
ice in protecting the houses which the fire 
bad not reached. Aid was also asked from 
Baltimore, but the distance is so great that 
fully three hours would be required to get the 
engines there, and that would have been too 
late to do any good. 
THE EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE, 

The sister’s department is entirely destroy- 
ed tegether with another large structure, in- 
volving a damage of $50,000, which is fully 
covered by insurance. The fact of the fire

THE CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


The Appeiniment of Higgins Raises an In- 
teresting Question, 
_Wasurxcrtox, March 20.—A misapprehen- 
510R appears to exist in regard to the office 
of the chief of the appointment division of 
the treasury department. The present in- 
cumbent of the office, Trevatt, tendered his 
resignation about two weeks ago, and it was 
accepted by Secretary Manning, to take effect 
April 1, and Trevatt was granted leave of ab- 
sénce till that date. In the meantime Eugene 
Higgins, of Baltimore, was given a position on 
the “fraud roll” of the special agent’s division, 
and assigned to duty as acting chief of the ap- 
pointment division, and it is understood that 
be is promised the office as soon as Trevatt's 
resignation shall have taken effect. 

A PROBLEM PRESENTED. 

; The question has arisen in connection with 
tris office, which is receiving careful attention, 
abd which in its settlement is liable to disar- 
range or perhaps rearrange the civil service 
rules in relation to officers under the govern- 
ment, and which may prevent Higgins from 
receiving the appointment to the office 
fer which he has been selected. 
The civil service commissioners hold 
that only those government officers are ex- 
em pt from the provisions of the civil service 
ect who are nominated by the president and 
confirmed by the senate, and a few minor 
cases of officials holding positions of financial 
or fiduciary nature, yet by rule 19 of the civil 
service rules, the chiefs of divisions or bureaus 
ereexempted from examination. The chiefs 
of buresus are nominated by the president, 
but the chiefs of divisions are not, and right 
here is the hitch. 

WHY THE INCONSISTENCY EXISTS, 

The apparent inconsistency is said to have 
been the result of the opposition of certain 
prominent officials under the late administra- 
tion to a thorough application of the civil ser- 
vice laws. The chiefs of bureaus in the state 
department are of equal rank with the chiers 
of divisions in the other departments, and if 
the first are to be exempted it is claimed the 
ovhers should be. Before the

| A FIVE HOUR FIGHT. 


GENERAL GRAHAM DEFEATS OS- 
MAN DIGNA. 


The Advance of they British Troops Upon the arab 
Positions- Derperate Encounters with the 
Sull:im 4rabs—Thoy Fall Back in Good 
Order—Other Foreign News. 


Lonpox, March 20.—The British forces set 
out again this morning at daylightin the 
same direction as yesterday. They carry with. 
them two days’ rations and 23,000 gallons of 
water. They have six Gerdner guns. A bat- 
tle is believed to be imminent, and the hills 
beyond *Hasheen it 1s thought will be its lo- 
cality. 

A special dispatch from Suakim te the Lon- 
don Telegraph states thata five hours battle 
was fought thie morning, between the British 
troops and the forces of Osman Digna, and that 
Osman Digna’s position was finally captured 
by the British. The cispatch says that the 
Arab losses was very great. 

GENERAL GRAHAM’S REPORT. 

General Graham telegraphs as follows: 


_ HANEEN, March 20, 3:30 p. m.—We moved out 
‘rom camp at 6:15 this morning, leaving the 
“hropshire regiment to guard it. On reaching the 
first bill at 8:30 a. m. we found the enemy had re- 
tired and occupied another hil) a mile and a quar: 
ter distant. After a short halt the Shropshire reg- 
iment and the marines were ordered to clear the 
hill, the Indian contingent and the guards su 
porting.

The 
bumber of rebels were estimated at 4,000. The 
rebel loss is not known, butit isheavy. The en- 
gagement lasted five hours. The Arabs carried off 
aithe deadand wounded. The natives report 
that numbers of Osman Digna’smen are desert- 
ing, having become disheartened. To-day’s fight- 
ipg was noticeab'y different in character from that 
of any preceding engagement. The Arabs main- 
teins @ steady rifle tire, retiring slowly from each 
position held by them, and ayoiding close quar- 
ters. 
rHE STORY GRAPHICALLY TOLD, 


Anotber account of to-day’s battle is as fol- 


lOWS: 

SUAKIM, March 20.—The battle between the 
British t-oops and Osmau Digna’s forces lasted 
five hours, The marines were first sent to the front 
to drive the Arabs from the hills. As soon as pos 
sible they were reinforced by the batteries and by 
the cavairy. There was a het engagement fora 
few heurs, during which the British cavalry 
charged repeatediy, while the machine guns were 
worked with deadly effect: Great bravery was 
displayed on both sides. At the end of the engage- 
ment the Arabs retreated slowly toward Timai. 
The Arab ioss in killed and wounded is estimated 
at €00. The loss of the British is 40. The Arabs 
displayed desperate bravery. Themarines drove 
the Arabs from the hills and forced them to retire 
to the plain. Then the Indian troops charged 
upon the Arab position, were outflanked and an 
unsuspected body of Arabs succeeded’in getting 
behind their line. ‘tbe Indians found themselves 
bétwecno two fires and they fied. “During the re- 
treat they were closely pressed by the Arabs, who 
hamstrung the horses and speared the riders. 
The Bengalese fell back in confusion upon the 
English infantry, and the guards, who had been 
formed im a hollow square, and the square 
leisurely retreated while the Arabs were yelling 
tbat they bad regained their lost position. At this 
juncture the artillery came to its rescue, and a 
brisk fire of small shot from the machine gags, 
and shells from the-Krupp field mortars, drove the 
Arabs from their position. The marines main- 
tained a steady firing throughout the engagement, 
but thé honors of the day are probably due to the 
Irish lancers, Who changed the tide of battle bya 
desperate charge, and reprieved the fortunes of 
General Graham's command, when they seemed 
almost hopeless. The British troops returned to 
their former canip near Suakim. 

THE RESULT OF THE FIGHT. 

General Graham telegraphs General Welse- 

ley that the result of the operations has been

to e:tablish a strong position commanding the 
Hlasheen valley, and protecting the right 
lank and communications in the ensuing ope- 
ration egainst Tamai. All portions of the 
force, he says, worked admirably on very 
difficult ground, covered with high thorn 
bushes, and occupied by a determined enemy, 
showing that the troops are able to master the 
Arabs in any position. 
fHk FIGHTING RENEWED. 

At 1 o’clock the country appeared clear ot 
rebels, and the British were about to withdraw 
to the heights when a number of the enemy 
appeared, and firipg was renewed. it is esti- 
mated that the enemy lost 600 men. In the 
encounter with the Bengal ca¢alry the Arabs 
pursued their old tactics of lying down and 
then springing up suddenly and hamstringing 
the horses of the British. The Arabs are 
unequalled as skirmishers and ia bush 
fighting, The guards captured the wounded 
ecbief of the rebels, who attacked the 
guard. While the British were withdrawing 
after one o'clock, to their fortified positiodis in 
the hills, the rebela kept swarming around, 
concealing themselves in the bushes and mak- 
ing the progress of the British with their bag- 
gege difficult. An incessant firing was main- 
tained until the troops reached the open plain, 
and the fortified ridge at 4 0’clock, greatly ex- 
bausted with their long engagement uuder the 
blezing sun. The aim of the enemy was bad, 
hed it notthe British loss would have been 
heavy. Thetroops were not molested during 
their return march to Suakim. The total loss 
of the British was !1 killed and 49 wounded. 

THE NEWS FROM KORTI. 

Dispatches trom Korti state that the mudir 
of Dongola, is at a point twelve miles above 
Merawi, with 800 Egyptian troops, three field 
pieces and one gatling gun. He is also sup- 
orted by the Kabbabish and Shayiket tribes. 
He is about to attack the rebels at Hassangee, 
and if successful in overpowering them, it is 
his intention to move against Berber with the 
hope of wresting that important centre from 
the mahdi’s forces. There are reports that 
the followers ofthe mahdi are deserting iz 
large numbers. 

The natives in Korti state that the rebels 
are returning to Berti and Shuhuk pass, and 
are fortifying those places. 

A messenger from Omderman says the 
name of the new phrophet is E] Santaosi. The 
latter accuses FE] Mahai of disobeying the ko 
ran. El Mahdi has quarreled with and dis- 
missed his principal chief Abdallah, and in- 
stalled his own uncle in his place. The late 
chief’s tribe has since deserted the mahdi. 
The rebels are reduced to eating the pith of 
palm trees. The British will evacuate Korti 
at the end of the present month.

_ There are about forty complaints every day 
in the police courts of this city by wives agaiust 
their husbands. The complaints ere generally 
for failure of support. Not infrequeatiy they 
ere accompenied by charges of cruel and in- 
humen treatment. 

The UE ap are stereotyped: ‘Judge, 
my busband hes net given me a cent in six 
months.’” “My busband comes home drunk 
and will not give me a cent.” “He never 
keeps & situation a month.” “He spends his 
money in liquor stores.” “He gambles his 
wages eway every Saturday.” “He beats me 
and the children.” “He calle me vile names.” 
“He threatens to kill me.” ‘fle keeps 
company with another woman.” “He knocked 
me down and kicked me.” “He threatens to 
leave the country.” “He blackened-my eye 
yesterdsy.” ‘1 am afraid to-live with him.” 

The stories come not alone from poverty - 
stricken end degraded women. They are told 
by women who are comely, well dressed, 
healthy, and even educated, as well as by the 
poor. Not infrequently the justice asks. 
‘Can you get along without him?” and the 
woman answers, “lean support myself and 
my childrsn if he will onlp keepaway. All | 
want is tor him to let mealone. I have work- 
ed ever since I was married, and I ean work 
yel.”’ R 
Jt 1s a common occurrence for these unfor- 
tunate wives to go to the court with babies in 
their arme, and to stand with the fretfal in- 
fants awaiting an opportunity to tell their wo- 
ful tales. Sometimes they go with scarred 
facesand bandaged heads, mementoes of the 
brutal treatment of their unfeeling spouses. 
Often the mother-in-law brings up the rear, 
develoj:ing the real sources of much of the 
trouble. 

What of the fathers? ‘Very often they 
come with besotted faces, with tattered gar- 
ments and grimy ekins. Some come with 
smooth -tongued ,excuses. ‘‘Your honor, I am 
willing to support her, but I fcannot bear her 
relations.’’ “I struck her but she struck me 
first.”’ “‘I did not hit her; she was drunk and 
felldown.” ‘‘I give her all the money ,I can 
afiord.’” “She lett me and went to her 
mother’s.”” “She has company that Ido net 
like.” “She wants me tobe put out of the way 
s0 that she may misbebave.”” “I am willing 
to support her, but I will not live with her.” 
‘J can’t give her what! have not got.” “I 
will give her a fair share of what I earn.” 

Sometimes the offending busband sullenly 
refuses to say anything, but marches off tojail. 
Justice Gorman the other day to a 
teacher in one of the public schools who was 
brought before him: “In five minutes you 
will be in a cell unless you agree to support 
your wife, snd furnish surety to do so,” 

The man obstinately reiterated, “I will not 
furnish bail,” and marched off to the cell. 

Gencrally the justice uses the utmost power 

{ the law to compel the delinquent husbands 
to pay & fair share oftheirearnings. In many 
cases the man becomes alarmed at the pros- 
pect of imprisonment, and gladly gets the re- 
quired surety, either from some relative, em- 
ployer, or friend, 

Even after most heartrendering tales of ill 
treatment and neglect, women often relent 
when ibey see their husbands behind the bars. 
Then they go to the justice, with eyes as tear- 
ful as before, and say: ‘Please let my hus 
band cut, judge; he can’t earn any money 
where he is, and he may help meif he comes 
out.” Then the justice utters a homily on the 
wrong of thus taking up the time of the court 
hing, and winds up by letting the man 
out. Sometimesthe man stubbornly serves

From the Covington Enterprise. 

The following letter, sent us by W. H.

Betore Judge Zane 
took his seat on the bench conviction was 
out of the «juestion, and the Mormons claim 
that some of his decisions will not be upheld 
by the court of reyiew. If norelief can be 
had at Washington, the church will be com 
pelled to respect the nalional law by doing 
away with plural marriages, There is a 
mevementin that direction already. The 
church cannot get along without its leaders, 
and the tabernacle plainly shows that grief 
and confusion have overtaken it. The situa- 
tion, if sternly maintained, must result in 
the abolition of the objectionable feature of 
the church. The scaling of more than one 
wife must be stopped, and the wisest among 
ihe saints already see that the practice of 
plurality bas nearly run its course. If the 
crusade of Judge Zane can be kept up an- 
other year, the aidiministration will be able 
toannounce that law is supreme even in 
Uteh, Such a yictory without bloodshed 
would draw ont the thanks of the entire 
country. lt isa result worth striving for.

The fire had been discovered and extinguished 
before the body had been much mutilated. by the 
burping, and the nature of the woman’s death 
was revealed. Drake appeared to be great!y sur 
prised when told of what had happened, but the 
evidence against him was overwhelming. The 
knife and the ax, found in the house 
covered with blood, were exhibited 
incourt. Blood stains were on his pants, and he 
bad wiped the blood from his hands on the towel 
in hisbarber shop. There was great excitement 
and threats of lynching, but the law was allowed

AN ATTEMPT TO WRECK. 


THE NARROW ESCAPE OF A MOV- 
ING TRAIN. 


One Pesserger Sericusly Burt—Other Mention from 
Mescon—TIwo Deaths Yesterday—He Failed to 
Meet His Wife—Anotber Electric Gir! - 
Baseball—Personal and General. 


Macon, Ga., March 20.—[Special.]—A diabolical 
attempt was made at two o’cleck this morning to 
wreck passenger train number 14, frem Bruns- 
wick to Macon, on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad. 

The train, in charge of Conductor Jack Collins, 
arrived at Wilcox cut, one mile below Lumber 
City,on time. The speed was not more rapid 
than usual, but fast enough to cause a serious ac- 
cident if obstruction o the tiack should 
be met. While the conductor was making 
preparations to lsnd and receive passengers at 
Lumber City, the occupants of the first-class coach 
were suddenly startled by a severe shock and the 
ripping noise of torn up planks. A bar of railroad 
iron shot through the floorof the car, making an 
ugly hole, and tearing up three or fourseats. Mr. 
Albert Witkowski, a drummer for M. Nussbaum & 
Co., of Macon, was struck on the arm and face and 
badly injured. 

Conductter Collizs stopped the train, and went 
back to thescene of the accident. Part ofa bar of 
iron was found lyingon thetrack. Its position 
indicated that it had been placed so asto strike 
the engine upon the end elevatedin theair. By 
sore upaccountable moyement « Mhe engine, this 
was prevented, and the bar was ssed. After 
the engine and several cars passed safely over, the 
safety chain of the front trucks on the first-class 
coach caught the bar, elevating it, and thus itcut 
into the car. One-half of the bar was found lying 
in the coach. 

Trecks and other indications pointed toa das 
tardly attempt to wreck the train. The rails were 
allin place, and no other railroad iron was lylog 
hear. 

The train errivedin Macon ontime. Mr. Wit 
kowski went straight to his bome on Second street, 
and Dr. Fitzgerald Was calledin. He pronounced 
Mr. Witkowski's injuries serious, but by no means 
likely to result fatally. The woutded man could 
not be seen, having been put under the influence 
of morphine, ,

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THE VIRGINIA TaxX CASES 
Ihe Argument Before the United States 
Supreme Court, 

Wasninceton, March 20.—Five of the coupon 
tax from Virginia, viz: Poindexter 
agsinst Greenhow, White against Greenhow‘ 
Carter against Greenhow, Moore against 
Greenhuw and Chaiiin against Taylor, came 
up for argument in the United States supreme 
court this afternoon. They all present the 
question of the eflect of the tender for taxes of 
coupons of the state of Virginia of March 31, 
IS7!, and the right of a Virginia tax payer to 
bring a suit for damages against a tax collector 
for levying on his property after the tender of 
such tax-receivable coupons In the first 
three cases the state collector of taxes pleads, 
in justification of his levy, the act® of the 
general assembly of January 26, 1582, and the 
eighteenth section oi the act of April 1, 1582, 
sud in the fifth case he pleads, in addition, 
the third section of the act of March 13, 1554. 
None of the cases are suits to compel directly 
the receipt of coupons by the tax collector. 
They are all suits to recover 
daniages for levy upon the property. 

Wm. L. Royal, who opened the argument 
to-day for the bondholders, stated the point at 
issue as follows: “While the state of Virginia 
admits thatshe cannot repudiate her coupons 
outright, she claims that she may temporarily 
suspend their tax-paying power whilst she 
makes inquiry and satisties herself that the 
coupons offered are really her coupons, and 
not some other coupons, and that pending 
such period of tuspension she may compel the 
tax-payer to pay his tax in coin, to be re- 
turned to him when she is satisfied that the 
coupons offered are really hers, The creditor 
denies this.”” Mr. Reyal maintained that by 
the language of the atate’s centract, by four 
decisions of ber own supreme court, by two 
decisions of the United States supreme court, 
the coupon was a legal tender for tax. 

W S. Blair, attorney general 
Virginia, who followed for 
state, maintained first, the declara- 
tions and bills in ali the cases were insulli- 
cient in lew; second, that the courts below 
bed no possible juriadiction of any of them; 
third, that it is a fundamental principle in all 
sovereigntics that a state cannot be sued at 
all, unless ebe consents to be sued; and that 
the state of Virginia had not consented to be 
sued in any of the modes adopted in these 
cases, or in any of the countsin which they 
were brought; fourth, that the subject matter 
of ail the suits is thé collection ot the pyblic 
revenue of Virginia and the receipt of her 
coupons therefor, and for this additional reason

A MAN AND WOMAN LEFT DANG- 
LING FROM A BRIDGE.

mauA, March 20.—Meager reports have 
sr here of the lynching in Clay county, 
Neb., of Elisa Taylor and her brother 
Thomas Jones, but not until now could the 
report be verified and the details obtained. 
The lynching occurred on Sunday morning, 
just before daylight, at Spring Ranch, near 
Fairfield. Early in January Robert Roberts, 
a neighboring homesteader, was shot and 
killed by Mrs. Taylor’s sons, who are now in 
jail. The woman and Jones were suspected 
of inducing the boys to commit the murder, 
and they were notified to leave the county, 
which notification they seemed to have 
ignored. 

As a resulta crowd of probably two hundred 
people on Sunday morning surrounded the 
house of Jones, where there were seven per- 
sons, Mr. Jones, Mrs. Taylor and her daughter, 
a bright looking girl of five years; Nelson 
Cely. John Foster, alias Texas Bill, and an- 
other person named Clark and «a boy 
whose name is unknown. As soon as the 
meb reached the house they demanded that 
Mrs. Taylor and Tom Jones should come out 
but instead of complying with the request the 
door of the house was barricaded and other 
means were taken to prevent a forcible en- 
trance. Those inside were well provided with 
firearms, and just why they were not used by 
them is a mystery, as they had-been purchased 
for just such an occasion. 

Alter parleying for some time the men in 
the mob who were determined to have them 
Cut threatened to throwa bomb of dynamite 
into the window. At this juncture Tom Jones 

Texes Bill if he thought it would be 
Feie to go out, and was answered that it would. 
Thereupon Tom Jones said that he would 
come cut, and was told by the mob 
to crawl out of the window, as he 
would not be allowed to go out of the door,and 
he was also told to leave all firearms behind 
him and crawl out with his handsup. This 
he did, and upon his appearance was immedi- 
ately covered + with and guns and 
was taken to one and his hands tied with 
a piece of rope, which was procured from some 
mule harness belonging to Mrs. Taylor. 

Mrs. Taylor was then ordered to come out, 
and she too came out of the window the same 
way, and had her hands tied also. The men 
then took them intoan open spot near the 
house, and leaving them under a guard, 
drew olf a little way and held a consultation, 
which ended in Mrs. Taylor and Tom 
Jones being taken in one direction and the 
other four men who were in the house in an- 
other. Jones and Mrs. Taylor were hanged to 
a bridge. The bodies were left swinging there 
until three o’clock Sunday afternoon. An in- 
quest wes held and a verdict of death at the 
hands of parties unknown was rendered.

‘Yes, the president and his cabinet feel sure 
thet they can reduce the working force in the 
departmen‘s at Washington fully twenty per 
ecnt without impairing the efliciency in the 
least. ‘This ratio of reduction can probably be 
extended through the country. You know 
thatthe attorney-general has already decided 
to have no assistant district altorneys. 
in the postoffice department it has been deci- 
ded to heavily reduce the number of postotlice 
inspectors, and | should not be surprised if the 
democrats do not reduce the oflice-holding 
jorce twenty per cent within a year or two. 
As to changes at present only vacancies will
